The m ediators in a dignified way 
have sm oothed the path for C onstitu­

States governm ent w ants them to ac­ 
cept. 
A rejection of th e invitation may 
mean the w ithdraw al by th e W ash­ 
ington governm ent of th e moral sup­ 
port it has been extending to th e Con­ 
stitutionalist cause. 
The m ediators are confident th at 
General C arranza will send envoys 
here. 
Instead of believing the nego­ 
tiations will be prolonged indefinitely 
I by such a course they think a pacific 
settlem ent would in reality be more 
quickly obtained, as all parties in the 
Mexican dispute would then be here 
to shape the program of peace. 


No Obstacles in Sight. 


All principals here would like to 
see the C onstitutionalists e n te r the 
negotiations in a 
spirit 
of concilia­ 
tion. 
T h ere 
will 
be no 
obstacles, 
technical or otherw ise, placed in the 
I path of the C onstitutionalists by th e 
| H uerta delegates. 
The m ediators have not literally In­ 
vited the C onstitutionalists anew, but 
the phraseology of the note is such as 
to pave the way for their e n tra n ce to 
the negotiations. 
It is, in effect, a 
clarification of the m isunderstandings 
which have existed and if construed 
in the conciliatory and friendly spirit 
which the m ediators intended to con­ 
vey persons who have read the note 
say they cannot see how the recipients 
can 
refuse 
and square 
them selves 
I with the public opinion of the world. 
T here is every disposition on the

T he Am erican delegates never have 
suggested any specific 
plan for the 
| rem edy of the ag rarian troubles, nor 
do they Intend to do so. 
W h at the 
Am erican governm ent and th e media- 
I tors desire is th a t the new provisional 
governm ent shall be morally obligat­ 
ed to take up the land question and 
dispose of it with justice to all in ter­ 
ests. 
If th e C onstitutionalists are obdu­ 
ra te and refuse to interfere, p refer­ 
ring the pathw ay of bloodshed to the 
w ays of peace, m ediation will pro­ 
ceed. 
An agreem ent will be reached be­ 
tw een th e United S tates and th e Hu­ 
e rta adm inistration through which a 
new governm ent will be set up. 
General H u erta ’s w ithdraw al will be 
regarded by th e United S tates as suf­ 
ficient reparation for offenses which 
th rea ten war.

James S. Elton of Waterbury, Conn., 


Says the Directors Have Changed 


Their 
Methods 
and 
Are 
Not 
In­ 


fluenced as Much as Before by One 


or Two Men. 


W ashington, Ju n e 4.— “ D irectors of 
th e New H aven now d irect,” as a re­ 
sult of P re sid e n t H ow ard E lliott’s pol­ 
icy, Jam es 
S. Elton of W aterbury, 
Conn., a m em ber of the railroad s 
board, told th e Interstate com m erce 
commission. 
Mr. Elton, who was a 
w itness in the com m ission's investi­ 
gation into th e road's affairs, said the 
directors had "Irttrned a g re a t many 
things.” 
Mr. Elton testified th a t th e direc­ 
tors have changed th eir m ethods and 
are not influenced as m uch as before 
’ by one or tw o men, like J. P ierpont 
Morgan or Mr. 
Mellen. 
He added 
th at P resident H oward Elliott is more 
deliberate and does no t “rush them 
off th eir feet." 
William S kin ner of Holyyoke, Mass., 
an other director, was a w itness also. 
He and 
Elton told th e comm ission 
that the acquisition of trolleys and 
various 
sections 
of 
New 
England 
steam ship lines and o th e r properties 
at a cost of m any millions of dollars 
constituted a part of th e New H aven's 
com prehensive plan to increase its fa­ 
cilities. 
Many of the 
properties th u s ac­ 
quired, it was said, had only a pros­ 
pective value, th e natural grow th of 
New E ngland being taken into con­ 
sideration by th e directors. 
Mr. Elton, questioned on this point 
by William Nelson Cromwell, who ap­ 
peared as counsel for several of the 
directors, said th a t the purchase for 
(11,000,000 of th e New York. WorciMg- 
te r and 
Boston 
road, the stock of 
which form er P resident Mellen of the 
New H aven testified was w orth only 
“ IO cents a pound,” w as for th e pur­ 
pose of obtaining a foothold in the 
m etropolitan 
d istrict 
and 
securing 
gre ate r and b e tte r term inal facilities 
in New York. 
Mr. S k inner said it w as his belief 
th a t “if things had been allowed to 
go on and the New H aven and its of­ 
ficials had not been subjected to in­ 
imical inquiries and 
legislation the 
property would have pulled out all 
right, perhaps in five years.” 
He asserted th a t Mr. Mellen could 
have retained th e presidency of the 
road had he so desired, as he had a 
m ajority of the directors w ith him.

Two boats a w<*e*k bring mail from 
Honolulu and two corno direct from 
the coast each m onth. 
From Hilo 
the snow-capped peak* of M auna Loa 
and M auna Kea are seen towering 
against the sky. 
Both 
are 
over 
13,000 feet high but it is the north 
western slope of the former th a t is 
famous the world over for there is the 
crater of Kilauea. 
The crater is 
huge, lava covered 
pit about 
200 
yards wide in which the lava is con 
stan tly rising and falling. 
At times 
tho fire has reached 'the edge but late­ 
ly only a faint glow can 
be 
seen 
However, the tourist toasts post cards 
at the cracks, goes through the sui 
ph u r banks and wears out a good 
pair of shoes w alking over the hot 
stones. 
At Christm as tim e a bit of 
fire was detected and in November af 
ter a slight earthquake I saw the re­ 
flection in the sky at Hilo thirty-one 
miles away. 
Two good hotels accom­ 
m odate the visitors at the volcano 
which is reached eith er by auto, on 
train and stage. 
The roads are very 
tine being built on solid rock founda­ 
tion. 
They pass through 
w aiving 
cane fields, giant fern trees and vir 
gin forests of koa and ohia. ” Koa'' 
is the beautiful H aw aiian mahogany 
used for fine cabinet work. 


One of the chief Industries here is 
the m anufacture of furniture. Coffee*, 
bananas and pineapples are raised in 
small quantities but on this island 
sugar is the m ain crop. 
E very av ail­ 
able spot is covered with th a t glist­ 
ening green cane. 
It grows sixteen 
feet tall 
aud has feathery tassels 
when it is two years old— then it is 
ripe. 
Each plantation has a mill to 
which the cane is sent by flumes or 
cars. 
There it is made into raw sug­ 
ar a t a com paratively small expense 
for the fuel used is the tra sh or re ­ 
fuse left after the juices are taken 


from the crushed stalks. 
All this 


raw sugar is shipped to the coast to 


be refined.
